Committee (Eugene Kritter and 


Frank McLean) had a discussion 
lasting several hours, last 
‘Thursday, in the Roman House in- 
volving the new plans for the 
school. It was as a result of that 
discussion, Selectman Gillis said 
Monday night, that he had decided 
to be 100% in favor of the new addi- 
tion to the school. 

‘The $5.6 million expansion of the 
Shawsheen Tech High School is 
badly needed, according to Joseph 
E. Bastable, of Shawsheen Tech. 
50% of the students who apply are 
turned away, he says, and the 
graduates this year are indicating 
how successful their education has 


Wilmington will

By almost going bankrupt, 
Photon, Inc., of Wilmington 
achieved the dream of many

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Readers of the Town Crier will recall the 
time, about eight years ago when an 
overloaded gravel truck caused the 
‘Shawsheen Avenue bridge in Wilmington to 
collapse. After the accident the State 
Police determined that there was 56 tons of 
gravel on that truck. 

Now a truck of similar design, and with a 
similar load, has caused a grevious acci- 
dent to a bridge in Boston. Thousands of 
motorists are being inconvenienced. The 
accident is similar to that which happened 
in Wilmington, but on a larger scale. Bridge 
authorities say the truck was overloaded, 


All towns in eastern Miadlesex County, 
and in Essex County, are to be subject to a 
spraying of Malathion, by orders of the 
Massachusetts Department of Public* 
Health, within the next few days, Nine hun- 
dred square miles, from Revere on the 
‘south to Tyngsboro on the west, a total of 45 
communities, are to receive an expected 
three ounces of Malathion per acre. The 
spray will be spread by DC 3 airplanes, 
flying 150 feet above the ground. 

The expected spraying has been delayed 
because of the northwesterly winds of the 
past few days. It can be expected to occur 
on Thursday or Friday. 

‘The spraying is intended to kill disease 
bearing mosquitoes which may be infected 
with the encephalitis virus, A salt marsh 
mosquito, it has been said to be 15 to 20 
times the normal population, and it is said 
to have a range of 20 miles. 

Equine encephalitis, an inflammation of 
the brain disease among horses, ‘is 
transmitted by mosquitoes. About 50 cases 
‘of suspected encephalitis have occured in 
Massachusetts, in the equine population. 

‘The disease also affects wild birds. Ten 
dead birds have been reported, from

but are unable to say: by how much. 

‘The truck was, as has been noted, the 
same type. A 56 ton load is quite possible, 
indeed quite probable. 

Disregarding the weight of the truck, 
which is considerable, and assuming it had 
a speed of thirty miles an hour; that truck 
struck the steel support of that bridge with 
‘a force of 486 million pounds per second. 

‘That is a tremendous force. If memory 
serves correctly it is greater than the 
striking force of a 16 inch shell, fired from a 
naval gun, which is sufficient to go through 
16 inches of nickle-steel armor. 


What if there is a frost? 


Tewksbury to Gloucester, mostly in Essex 
County. 

‘There have been no human cases, to date, 
in the current outbreak. The disease can be 
fatal to about 60% of the humans who con- 
tract it, according to the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health. 

‘The Malathion from airplanes, at three 
ounces to the acre, comes down as a barely 
visible powder, according to some persons 
in the Wilmington Tree Department. This 
differs from the Malathion sprayed by 
Wilmington and Tewksbury, which is a part 
of a dense fog ejected into the atmosphere. 

Without doubt, in either form, Malathion 
kills mosquitoes. What it does to ladybugs, 
and praying mantis, and other insects 
deemed by some to be helpful to mankind, 
is another question. 

And what happens if a frost should occur, 
before the airplanes can spread that 
Malathion? 

‘The frost, which can be expected any day, 
will kill those mosquitoes. There will be no 
need for the expensive spraying. 

Anyone want to bet that it will be carried 
out, anyway?

The parsonage of the 
Congregational Church in 
Wilmington had an open house Sun- 
day. ‘The Rev. and Mrs, George 
Taylor were hosts to over 100 
visitors, with refreshments being 
served on the north lawn. 

‘The building, given to the church 
by Benjamin Buck sometime after 
the 187% hurricane dates back to 
before 1900. It was at one time the 
property of the Bond family of 
Wilmington bakers. Capt. Joseph 
Bond, of the Revolutionary Army 
settled in Wilmington after the 
War of Independence, probably in

Baptist Church is now. 

During the past few months 
there have been extensive 
renovations to the parsonage. The 
chimnies have been rebuilt, in- 
cluding the fireplaces. Floors 
have been scraped and refinished, 
and much painting has been done. 

‘The parsonage may be described 
as a typical post-revolutionary 
home. There are four rooms 
downstairs and four upstairs (with 
a fifth, more recent one upstairs, a 
modern bath and toilet).
